IMMIGRATION. 


It is stated tliat during Ihc year jnst closed 


four hundred thousand foreigners were 
landed lu the United States. "Could there 
be an}7 better evidence of the prosperity ot 
a government which proves so attractive as 
to bring to its domains such a large array to 
swell its population anci in due course of 
time to be enrolled in the roster of citizen- 
ship ? This immigration is constantly on 
the Increase, and it is a fact of note that 
each year brings to America more and 
more of foreign skilled labor and capital. 
The extensive and unoccupied lands oflhe 
groat West have furnished much work for 
the surveyor ; geologists have aided in an- 
slyzing the soil, and the spirit of enterprise 
has so completely taken possession of the 
young settlements of the border, that by 
pamphlet and mop, the prospective immi- 
grant at Ihe home of his nativity can under- 
stand full well his need?. Hence we find 
that belter provided classes reach our shores 
lhan formerly, and on arriving at their des- 
tination which is generally in Ihe Western 
country, setlle themselves down to that per- 
manent work which makes the wilderness 
"blossom like the rose." Large numbers 
of the more skilled and educaled, remain in 
the populous cilies and villages, following 
the oent of iheir business inclinations in va- 
rious manufactures which afford our people 
the benefit of thorough work aud experi- 
ence in the long apprenticeships required 
iu Europe. To one who has ever whilcd 
away a time of Itisurc at Castle Garden in 
New York city, it is well known there 
aro exceptional 
numbers 
among 
the 


immigrants who are worse off on lauding 
than they would he at home. 
Many are 


the victims of swiud!ei'S,as were the Italian 
immigrants who lauded a few weeks ago. 
But with what earnestness Ihese unfortu- 
nates avail themselves of opportunities lo 
strike out lor themselves; and so the great 
majority add lo our wealth and comfort as 
they add to their own, making still stronger 
the lie which hinds out family of Stales to- 
gether in Ihe free privilege of free institu- 
tions. 
The very lowest estimate, averages 


one hundred dollars capital per 
head 


• brought among us by these people. 
This 


amount will shosv a credit lo the immigra- 
tion of lust year, iu Ihe sum-of ¥10,000,000 
direclly added to the wealth of the country. 
We have hill briefly touched upon the sub- 
ject; but in view of ihe grand results accru- 
ing to our counlry through this mailer of 
immigration, 
can any American 
citizen 


dyuljl the importance of any measure ot 
legislation .pertaining thereto? The new 
comers should have all possible aid from 
official sources, and he well protected from 
swindlers of all clas?e?.

B*sure of Ihe immigrant swindling business 
by the New York press, particularly the 
Tribune, has caused no little sensation,and

Connecticut looks out uponjhe map of the 
United States and sees such overgrown snd 
monstrous Stales as New York and Michi- 
gan and Illinois, she always feels like hug- 
ging aud kissing her little sister that lits so 
svteetly at her side.

had her triumphs. 
We talk largely about 


our rebellion,
